He Feels Greatly Pleased Over the Kreedom 
He Now Can Enjoy— Ula Family 
Also R^olclng. 



Nkw York, Feb. 20. — To-niurrow's 
JFiurit^ will contain a three-coUunii inter- 
view with Blaine, cabled from Florence. 
Blaine distinctly asserted that under no 
circumstances whatever would he allow 
his name to bo used in connection with 
the next proaidontial election. Ho inaiats 
on tho shicority of his withdrawal and as- 
sorts that ho had mado up hia mind there- 
to long ago. Ho considers first that any 
man whoso name has been associated with 
defeat in a presidential campaign owes it 
to his party not to allow himself to be re- 
nominated, and second, ho is unequal to 
face tho fatigue, worry and excitement o£ 
another canvass, all the inure as he would 
feel himself bound to work as hard as on 
tho previous occasion. 

Mrs. Blaine and the other members of 
tho family aro most emphatic in their ap- 
proval ofihis withdrawal, which is deiinito 
and neither hasty nor recent in its 
decision, Blaine will not return from 
Europe until Juno, and until after the 
Ro])ublican convention. Ho declines to 
express himaelf on tho subject of tho Re- 
publican candidates in thu held, but as- 
serts that be did not retire in favor of 
any jiarticular ono of them. He is con- 
vinced of a Republican victoiy, basing his 
conviction in particular on the tariflf ques- 
tion. 

Mr, Blaine said in concluaiun: "You 
have no idea what a relief io is to me to 
think I am now out of the canvass, and 
that when I come back to New York in 
theauininer I .ihall nut-, (•oiiui back to en- 
ter into the turmoil and excitement of a 
political canvass. I can come back quiet- 
ly after the convention has decided thu 
result, and enjoy my life in niy own wjiy, 
freu 1 hope from further criticism or com- 
ment."

LATKU. 

Vallh.io, Cal., February 27. — This 
evening it is , believed by many 
that fully forty people wero killed, but 
nothing deiinito can be ascertained for 
several days. Those well iiifuimed say 
there wore sixty-seven people on buard at 
the time of the accident, and only twenty- 
seven can be accounted for. The dread- 
ful disaster is due to the explosion of one 
of the petri>loum valves. 

Captain .Uodge, the vetemn master of 
the steamer, was on the wharf, as was his 
custom, taking tickets from oiicomiiig 
pas.iengors. When the first signal was 
given bo locked the gate, from tho wharf 
to tho gang plank and then walked slow- 
ly down aboard the steaiiior. lie heard 
the signal from the pilot house soniul for 
the engine to bo started, and then he 
heard the first whistle that is usually 
blown juat before heading out into the 
stream. He was just about to a.sceiid the 
stairs toroach tliouppordeck and gulheiico 
to the [lilot house when the expliiHiim 
occurred. He says he felt tho sliock and 
then everything seemed darkened. He 
reached out hia hand and turned up his 
coat collar and that ia all he recollects. 
He was found there afterwards [irostrate 
and covered with debris, but only slightly 
injured, beyond a severe shock. The

was a frightful one according to . tho de- 
scription of those who were at the wharf. 
Just what had exploded, whether the 
boiler or tho oil tank that furnished fuel 
for the engines, was not known at first. 
Tho shock was terrific and was felt a long 
distance away. The enl ire upjjor pare of 
thu steamer was blown off. Timbers were 
blown in all directions and tho water was 
filled with the wreckage. Tho cries of 
tho wounded, burned and drowning nien 
were heard. The wharf and long row of 
sheds by which the steamer was moored 
took fire and the fast spreading fiames 
added horror to tho scene. 

News of the disaster s])read rapidly 
and soon assistance came from all quar- 
ters. Hotel employees and railroad nienat 
Snuth Vallejo busied themaelvesin rescu- 
ing men. from the water and removing tho 
injured from the danger of the spreading 
flames. Several bodies that were found 
told of severe loss of life. A budy head- 
less went floating by in the current and 
portions of other bodies wore seen by 
rescuers who were out in small boats 
about the wreck. The railroad fire engine 
at Vallejo was soon there and before 
long ~ the engine .from the Vallejo de- 
partment was en ' the scene with

the Mare Island Navy Yard just across tho 
channel, and he immediately dispatched t he 
naval yard launch and other craft to tho 
scene. The ilaraes spread down and 
enveloped the long row of sheds south of 
where tho Julia had been moored. This 
was a storage place for tho railroad prop- 
erty used on the Napa Valley branch. 
The telegraph and ticket offices were soon 
destroyed. The launch and other craft 
sent from the navy yard were kept busy 
in assisting tho work of rescue. Several 
wounded men wore picked up and taken 
over to the hospital at Mare Island. Tho 
hotels near soon locked like hos- 
pitals. Crowds of women, wives and 
sisters and mothers of the men who had 
taken passage on the ill-fated steamer 
gathered, and were soon half frantic with 
griof or with the sad forebodings of 
what they might soon meet. This dis- 
aster recalls some of the

which were of comparatively frequent 
ocourrenco in days when precautions wore 
not BO thorough as at present. Ono of 
the most frightful steamer explosions in 
this state was the Yosemite disaster in 
October, 18()5, at Rio Vista, on the Sacro- 
monto river. Capt. Sam Poole was in 
charge of the vessel, which was on hor 
way from Sacramento to this city. Fifty 
or more lives were lost, of this numbor 35 
were Chinese, who were asleep in a coni- 
partnieiit forward of thu engine and boiler 
room when the explosion occurred. 

San Francisco, Feb. 27. —This is not 
the first., terrible accident that has 
happened on board the old Julia. 
In September, 1866, when sho was on the 
Stockton route tho Inaad of hor bailor 
blow out, instantly killing nine of the 
crew and scalding the clerk and ".nether 
olficer of the boat so badly that they 
lingered in terrible agony for a few days. 
The accident was due to a fault in the 
boiler. A sea captain referring to the 
accident said this afternoon : "Thesa 
boilers were twonty-tlireo years old. 
Why, that is long enough to rot a boiler 
out, let alone burn one out. They may 
look all right, but the virtue of tho iron 
is gone. It is not able to stand the strain 
that it could when new, and the first extra 
pressure sends it off. "

CANADA'S GOVEMORSI.- GMERAL, 

In viow of the fact that' Lord Lima- 
downe will shortly take his departure 
from our midst, the publication of a list 
of his predeoeasora may not prove unin- 
teresting. Under the French regime the 
Governors of Canada were: 1540, Joan 
Francois de la Roquo, Siour de Koborval; 
1598, Marquis de la Roche; 1C12, Samuel 
de Champlain; 1C35, Marc Antoino do 
Bras do for do Chatoa'ufort; 103ti, Ciiova- 
licr d'Aillebout do Coulonge; 1651, Joan 
do Lauzou; lliud, Clmrles do Lau.sou 
Charny; 1658, Viscount de Voyor d'Ar- 
genson; 1661, Baron du Bois d'Avangour; 
1663, Chevalier do Saffray Mesy; 1663, 
Alex. deProville Tracy; i665. Chevalier 
de Coiircelles; 1072 and 1689, Count do 
Frontenac; 1682, Sieur de la Bane; 1085, 
Marquis do Denonvillo; 1099, Chevalier 
de Callioros; 1703, Marquis do Vaudrouil; 
1720, Marquis do Beauharaois; 1747, 
Count de Galissonniere; 1749, Mur- 
quia de la .Jonquiero; 1752, Mar- 
quis du Queane de Monueville ;

What is known as the old Province i f 
Canada, extending from Lake Superior to 
Labrador, in length about 1,400 miles, 
and in breadth from 200 to 400 miles, was 
ceded to Great Britain in 1703.

In 1841 the LegiBlative Uniun, for many 
years advocated between Upper and Lower 
Canada was effected, and it continued iu 
existonco until July, 1867, when the Im- 
' perial Act establishing the Dominiun of 
Canada, comprising the provinces of 
Upper Canada (thereafter called Ontario), 
Lower Canada (thoreaftor called Quebec), 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick wont 
into force. Tiio governors since Confed- 
eration have boon: 1807, Viscount Monck; 
1808, Lord Lis<;ar (Sir Jolwi Young); 
1872, Lord Dufferin; 1878, the Marquis 
of Lome; 1883, the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, who was :tppointed on the 18th of 
Au&^ust, 1883, and assumed the duties of 
the ®fljce on the 23rd of October follow- 
ing. As the term of ofHee is for five years, 
Lord Lonsdowne's torni wuuld not have 
expired until October next. His appoint- 
ment to tho governor-generalship of India 
necessitates liis leaving for England at an 
earlier date m make tlio necessary ar- 
rangements for his departure for that 
country. 

THE SHIPPING CONGRKSS. 

Tho annual meeting of tho Briti.sh 
Cliauibor of Shipi)ing, hold very recently 
in London, brought out some interesting 
facts :i3 to the inorclmnt shipiiing of tlio 
country. That atuul ve«sols lind favur 
is shown l)y tho returns of new ships 
built during thu yuar past. Some 35 iron 
ships were built or in process of construC' 
tion as against 67 in 188?, and 266 of 
steel against 137; as tc sailing vessels, 
12 of iron against 39, and 18 of steel as 
against 11. The report of the royal com 
mission on the loss of life at sua w«8 
quoted at the nieoting as conclusivoly 
establishhing tho great progrofls made in 
recent years in providing better ships, 
better machinery, better care of seamen, 
and inijjroved safety at sea. What was 
ciqually assuring is the fact that by thu 
vast increase of steam tonnage the eflective 
carrying capacity of the British merokntilo 
marine had been increased beyond all 
proportion to the increase of aggregate 
tonnag«. In 1840 tho sailing tonnage was 
98 per cent, of the v/liolo ; in 1850, 95 per 
cent.; in 1800, 80 ])or cent.; in 1870, 90 
per cel. t. ; in 1880, 56 por cent., and in 
188(1, but 40 por cent. The London 
'I'hncH, in editorial reference to the facts 
brought out at the meeting of tho ship- 
ping congress, notes some cAntrasts be- 
twoou British and American shipping.

MILTON AMDCJIEADLEATCARIBOO, 

How Thev Were Dined and Wined by the Boys 
In im-i. 

Whilo looking through a heap of old 
books the other day wo caino across Mil- 
ton and Cheadlo's "Northwest I'usBagu by 
land." Lord Milton, whoaftewardBbccaiiio 
Karl Fitzwilliain, made tliu trip overhind 
throngli British North America to Vic 
toiiaiiiooiupany with Dr. Cheadle, in 1801- 
2, and wrote a book descriptive of his 
travels which was widely read at tlie time. 
It was a capital work, full of incidents 
and humor. Amongst other places visited 
by Milton and Cheadle was Cariboo, and 
they describe life there strongly and 
well. From the concluding pages wo ex- 
tract a destiiption of a dinner at Cariboo. 
Nearly all tho persnns who wore at that 
dinner—including the host and Milton 
himself— are dead; but tho extract will bo 
read with interest by all who know tho 
chief characters who gathered about that 
festive board. 

A CARIBOO DIN.SKR. 

Before taking leave of Cariboo, wo 
must not forget to mention glorious 
"Judge" Cox, magistrate and gold coni- 
missionor there, prime favorite of all tho 
minors, and everybody's friend. Tho 
"judge," as he is i^vhriably called, after 
Yankoo fashion, decides tlio cases brought 
before him by conmiou sense; and, atrango 
to aay, both winners und losers, fascinat- 
ed by tho man, appear to bo equally de- 
liglitod with his judgments. Wo received 
much kindness from him, and spent many 
[ileasant hours in his gonial society. ■ 

Nor would it be just to leave unnoticed 
tho sumptuous dinner at which wo were 
entertained on the eve of our departure. 

The giver of tho feast, Dr. 15 , solect- 

ed tho ward of tho hospital as an a|)pro- 
priate dining-room, the single unfortunate 
patient in at tho time being veiled from 
sight by a sheet of green baize suspended 
from the wall. Wo had soup, roast beef, 
boiled mutton, and plum pudding, with 
abuiidatice^uf champagne. The company 
was soinewiiat mixed, yet all fratornised 
with easy cordiality.

IJr. Bell, a medical genllomaii, alllicted 
wil h the "cv(rt)t(/it's bibciuli," as well as 
'iiKinenili" — k lean little fellow, with a 
large iiiouth, who appearid in the full 
glory of a swallow-tailed coat, and was 
perpetiudly smiling, yet, in reality, taking 
a gloomy view of tilings in general;' Mr. 
Courtney, a young lawyer, Irish ard im 
pressioiiable; Billy Farreii, n succesa- 
ful minor, rough, noisy, breaking 
forth into shouts and laughter; Dr. 
B , ussi.stant, quiet and generall}' use- 
ful; nv.d lastly, the lady of tlio party, Mrs. 
Morris, nioro gonorally known by her 
Ohi'istiau naiiiH Janet, fair, fat, and forty, 
and proprietor of a neighboring house of 
refi'eahment. She IniJ kindly come in ti 
cook the dinner, and wlioii that was duly 
set forth, she yielded to popular clamor, 
and joined us at thu table. 

Before the cloth was drawn — iiiotaphori- 
cally — i. e., whilst we wore still occupied 
with plum pudding, Ur.

When thanks 
had been returned by tho honored guests 
ill an appropriate manner, tlie irrepresai 
ble Dr. Bell lose for the third time, and 
with grave countenance reproached the 
host for his reprehensible neglect in oaiit- 
ting to propose tho health of Her Most 

( iiai ious Majesty the Queen. Dr. B 

j felt huniiliated; and although urging in 
extenuation the precipitation with.wlii«li 
his friend had proposed the other toasts, 
full}- ackn(jwledgcd the gross dishjyalty of 
which he had been unintuntiunally guilty. 
Ho trusted the circumstance might never 
come to Her Majesty's knowledge; and he 
could assure tho company that the spark 
of loyalty never burned brighter in Jiiiy 
breast than liis. From his childliood he 
had been ready — nay, he might say ciVi 
fnl — to die for hia Queen and country 
Animated by that desire, he had gone out 
with the British nriny to tho Crimea, and 
now, marching iu tho van of civilisation 
ill Cutibou, he was ready to die in the 
cause. 

When Her Majesty's health had been 
drunk amidst hearty applause, we ad 
jonrned to tho kitchen. More healtliB 
wore drunk. , .Janet made a very pretty 
spuecli, and jjreaeiited Milt<in with a 
handsome nugget; Itilly Farreii followed 
suit with a second. Then each gave one 
to Cheadle with similar ceremony. The 
irrepressible Dr. Bell rose every few 
iniinitea to propose Hnow the lieidth of 
ono or other of tho "illustrioiia travelers, 
and was remorsolcssly sung down by the 
eijually indefatigable Hudson's Bay man, 
who always had "Annie Laurie" ready for 
the cniergoncy, and all joining in tho 
chorus, the obtrusive Speaker was ulti- 
nritely overpowered. At last his eyes bo- 
caiiie glassy, hia smile disappeared, and 
he sat in his chair gloomily silent. All at 
once, however, ho gcit up, and mailing 
acsoHs the room, made inoiroctual attempts 
to f(]reu an exit through tho niaiitelpiocu, 
bolibing against it very much after the 
fashion of a bird trying to esca])o through 
a pane of glass; whereupon ho was sei/.ed 
by tho assistant, and led of!" into a bed- 
room.

A iiole fr.i!;i l)ie chief of llic Chicago 
police, intrt'iliieiiu' ine, iufofjiietl tlicin 
that 1 ha-.l been .ieiailed to visit tlio lldu.sc, 
and tliat tho nature ut the east had been 
cuiifliled to inc. 1 cnjoiuutl secrecy upon 
tllein as to my real chaructei", instructing 
tlicni to answer, any inquiries by Biiylnu; 
that I wn<i u dlstaut connection of Gnd- 
irey Holmes, who now lay lifaless under 
the roof, as the doctor liad »uil,'froni the 
effocti) of poison.

Mr. Beaven moved, seconded by 
Mr. Grant, Whereas a petition has 
been presented in accordance with 
section 51 of the "Trial of Contro- 
verted eleotiona act, 1871," from cer- 
tain electors of the electoral district of 
Victoria city, alleL'ing that there is reason 
to believe tliat corrupt practices exten- 
sively prevailed at tho last election for 
the said district, which wa.s held on the 
23rd, 24th and 25th days of January, 1888. 
Bo it therefore resolved, that a respect- 
ful address be presented to his honor the 
lieut. -governor playing that commissioners 
may bo appointed to inquire into tho 
allegation ooutaiuod in the above petition 
accordance with the section of the 
statute above inontioned. 

The hon. niover said that he hud fol- 
lowed 'Out the course which had been 
suggested, and if he had correctly under- 
stood the hon. |jrovincial secretary, the 
latter would support liim. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said when the motion 
was up before, lie had ventured the opin- 
ion that there was not enough before the 
house to entitle tho goveinmijnt to assent 
to u conimissioii. He had not clianged 
his mind since, and there was not yet 
suthcient gj'ound for such a conimission, 
which would prove like others before 
it, an expensive one. Ho thought 
some more definite information in regard 
to tho alleged corrupt practices at such 
election should lirst bo mado before the 
house should assent to a commission of 
enquiry, Tho courts were open to those 
geutlemou who had iniido a general in- 
sinuation of corrupt practices, nnd if thoy 
had any faith in thoir belief he thought 
that the courts should have boon ap- 
pealed to. It was an easy matter for 
thosu gentlemen to make such a general 
statement to the house, and ask that an 
enquiry be had. It was no expense to 
thorn. He thought that tho liouae should 
carefully consider the matter before ac- 
cooding to the request. 

Mr. Duck 81UU ho did not intend to 
oppose the resolution, though it was evi- 
dently an underhand attack on himself, 
and would not have been mado had thu 
Opposition candidate been sent to the 
house.

Mr. Speaker siiid that the resolution 
was (mt of order. 

M.r, Duck — I am sorry for that. 
Mr. Martin on the resolution, said it 
was his opinion that the matter was 
brought up to satisfy the disappointiuont 
of the Opposition. The expenditure pro- 
jioaed would be oonsiderabie, and would 
simply bo wasted. He would cort;tinly 
oppose tho t'OBolution. 

Mr. Grant thought the integrity of thu 
iiouse demanded that tho enquiry should 
bomade. It wm not the duty of « prtv»t« 



individual to tako such a matter into 
court. There are many tliingi-i done which 
migli; be called by havder names than 
irregular, and which, in the interests of 
the province, should bo tjiken up by the 
house. 

Mr. Semlin thought the mattr^r nliould 
be inquired into for the benetit of the 
electorato and candidates, and considered 
the govornniont would be jiistilied in mak- 
ing the oiuiuiry sought for 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said ho had boon 
active in the election referred to, and was 
sure that corrupt pi;u;tices had prevailed. 
He saw many things which were irregular 
— the leader of tho govornniont and tho 
hon. finance minister wore present and he 
thought they were thero for the purpose 
of iulluciicing the election, althoui^li 
against the strict rules of tho house. He 
understood that one of the wealthiest men 
in tile country had contributed a large 
fuiul to bribe the electors. Ho was of 
opinion that there were between throe 
and four hundred votes in Victoria which 
were available for purchase at elections. 
Ho would venture his credit (laughter) — 
for discernment — that there was more 
corruption at the Victoria election than 
ho had ever before witnessed. 

Mr. Allen said he was willing to assist 
any legislation that might be brought btt- 
fore tho house, but he must certainly ob- 
ject to further wasting of time. Ho would 
ask his hon. friend of twenty years stand- 
ing to aid in advancing the business of 
the country. 

Hon. Mr. Humiilireys said he would 
always onde.ivor to aid as his old friend 
had suggested, and ho thought he was 
was working in the interests of the 
Country in urging the eiii|iiiry.
